PACIFIC COAST GETS 
GREATEST SPECTACLE 


The greatest of all dramatic produc- 


tions, “The Miracle,” appearing in San 


Francisco for three weeks, beginning 


Monday, December 27, expected to at- 


tract more than 90,000 visitors to that 
city during that time, according to F. 
S. McGinnis, passenger traffic manager

RECKLESSNESS AND REGULATION 


Only a relatively small per cent of automobile drivers 
are careless. 

But they are sufficient in number to make driving on the 
Highways hazardous. On a Sunday or holiday many peo- 
ple refrain from driving because of the hazard. It is 
neither fair nor is it necessary that careless drivers should 
drive others off the highway, to which and on which every- 
one has an equal right. 

Automobiles are safe, highways are safe and driving 
practices must be made safe. 

An oil company, operating several hundred trucks, has 
not had a collision or accident on the highways or at a 
railroad grade crossing for a number of years, although 
during that time its trucks crossed railroad tracks more 
than 31,000,000 times. 

It selects its drivers with proper care, instructs them in 
safe practices and gives them to understand that failure to 
properly observe traffic rules and safe practices on the 
highways, will result in dismissal from the service. 

It logically follows that public regulation of the same 
character would accomplish a like result, and with auto- 
mobiles increasing in number, with proportional increase 
in congestion and hazard of accident, the point has been 
reached and the time has arrived for. affirmative legisla- 
tive action in this regard. 

But compulsory automobile insurance is not the solu- 
tion; it will not reduce accidents; it will tend to increase 
them by removing the last vestige of personal responsibil- 
ity from persons already careless. 


WE LEARNED OUR LESSON 


Making exaggerated statements purely for political ef- 
fect, on the theory that the public ean either be fooled, 
scared or inveigled into voting for a candidate because 
he pictures himself and his hobbies as superior to all others 
is part of the game of politics as played in this nation. 

In California, the Dak otas, Southern States, Pennsyl-|[7~ 

vania, New York and other sections, aggressive campaigns 
have been carried on to destroy private business, on the 
theory that public officials are better qualified to ‘operate 
such undertakings as power development and distribution. 
the manufacture of fertilizers, the operation of flour mills, 
grain elevators, cement mills, insurance companies and 
similar enterprises. 

While campaigns to establish socialism have been long. 
strenuous and costly, this doctrine has gained little foot- 
hold in the U. S., for the simple reason that our people 
cannot be fooled. The rural press comprising some 14,000 
daily and weekly newspapers, goes into the homes of a 
majority of our sober-minded, thinking citizens. 

These papers are not operated merely as newspaper 
manufacturing plants. Their editors are individuals well 
known in their communities and they express their person- 
al convictions through their editorial columns. These 
convictions are overwhelmingly against the encroachment 
of officialism into the life and business of American citi- 
zens. 

Attacks upon American business and industry come 
almost wholly from individuals, bloes or organizations 
which would derive personal or political gain by substitu- 
ting politics for business in our industrial affairs. 

The people realize today more clearly than ever before, 
that the business of the nation cannot be run by constantly 
changing officeholders who have no knowledge of the 
operation of properties over which they would have con- 
trol under public ownership. We have not forgotten our 
experience with pie il management of the railroads 
during the World War

There are many excellent brands of 
coffee in the market—the choice of one 
of these is largely a matter of individ- 
ual taste.

and grind your coffee fresh for each 
meal. If, however, the breakfast hour

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CALIFORNIANS INC., SEEK TO 
HAVE. AVENUE NAMED > ih 
STATE IN WASHINGTON, D. 


Reports that there is already a Cali- 
fornia Avenue in Washington and that 
this will militate against giving the 
State’s name to an important new ar- 
terial thoroughfare are incorrect, ac- 
cording to a letter received by Cali- 
fornians. Inc., from A. W. Watts, San 
Franciscan attached to the Department 
of Justice, and made public today. 


“There is positively no California 
Avenue here,” said Watts. “There is a 
California Street consisting of four 
narrow intermittent unfrequented resi- 
dential blocks nearly three miles from 
the Capitol. 

“In Washington the word “avenue” 
has a definite meaning. It is used only 
in naming the main thoroughfares that 
radiate like spokes of a wheel in the 
famous plan laid out more than a cen- 
tury ago. These spokes each bear the 
name of a State, and every State is 
represented except three. 

“Although I knew there was a Cali- 
fornia Street in Washington, I had 
never seen the street, so upon receipt 
of your message this morning I hunted 
it up and walked the full length of it 
in order that I might give you first-hand 
information. 

“T found it to be a hilly, rough and 
tortuous street in Washington Heights 
and Kalorama Heights, running in a 
westerly direction from Florida Ave- 
nue to Massachusetts Avenue, with a 
haitus between 19th Street and Colum- 
bia Road. The street is, I think, less 
than 30 feet in width, curb to curb. It 
is purely a residential street. East of 
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
